Report cites grazing, 
other factors in critical 
look at planet’s health

- - WASHINGTON — Slowed growth -in 
world food supplies provides real evidence 
that the. planet’s biological limits may have 
been reached, an environmental group says. 

Among the signs: a three-month doubling 
of world rice prices, billions of acres of 
rangeland chewed down to uselessness, 
spreading water shortages and an 580,000 
•tuna. 

“As a result of our population size, con- 
sumption patterns, and technology choices, 
we have surpassed the planet’s carrying ca- 
pacity." Worldwatch said in its 1 Ith mutual 
“State of the World" report on global envi- 
ronmental und social conditions. 

The growing pressure on world food re- 
sources points to hungry times ahead as 
Third World populations continue to ex- 
plode, said the report, released Saturday. 

For more than two decades, scientists 
have been saying that the world can produce 
enough food to feed all its inhabitants, that 
hunger problems can be solved by increas- 
ing yields and improving distribution. 

But this new report says family planners, 
not farmers or scientists, hold the key to fu- 
ture food supplies. 

Lester Brown, Worldwatch president, said 
in an interview that his staff of economists 
and social scientists has been noticing the 
trend for a few years now, but the critical 
picture only came into focus with this year’s 
research and analysis. Worldwatch, .whose 
report is being published in 2? languages, is 
a private, non-profit research group. 

Without radical scientific breakthroughs, 
large increases, in. crop yields that have al- 
lowed production to keep lip with 40 years 
of rising consumption will probably not be 

■possible. Brown said;- 

"Human demands arc approaching thp 
limits of oceanic fisheries to supply fish, of 
rangolands to support livestock nnd,-in 
many countries, of the hydrological cycle to 


— Tbc study.notcs.thni from 1950 to 1984, 
world grain production grew 260 percent, 
raising per-capita production by 40 percent. 
Over the same period, the world's water- 
ways yielded so much fish that the seafood 
catch per person doubled. 

"But in recent years, these trends in food 
output per person have been reversed with 
unanticipated abruptness," the report said. 

It points to several trends: 

• Overgrazing, deforestation and agricul- 
-tnral-mismanagemcnt- ba vc- r u ined -5-billion— 

acres since 1945. 

• Fish harvests from the world’s oceans 
-havcjevelcd off at about-! 00 million tons a 

year, which may not be exceeded. Brown 
noted that seafood prices ore rising rapidly, 
and a blucfin tuna can now bring as much as 
$80,000, or more than $100 a pound. 

• Water bodies arc increasingly polluted 
and fresh water shortages arc occurring in 
the United States, Mexico, China, India and 
the Midcast. 

— ^Gram-production has slowed dramatical- ' 
ly in the last few years, with per-capita out- 
put. of rice, com and wheat falling 11 per- 
cent since 1984. Worldwide stocks of rice 
are at 20-year lows, and the price on the 
Chicago Board Trade has doubled since 
Aug. 30r-~ • 

• Fertilizer use has dropped 12 percent 
since 1989, evidence that maximum yields 
may have been reached for many crops. 

• Cropland has increased only 2 percent 
over the last decade worldwide, with topsoil 
disappearing and some areas such as China 
‘rapidly losing farmland to industrialization.

■ Lt. Alan Smith said crime Increases as. the 
county's population increases. However, Cas- 
sia County Sheriff’s Department figures 
showed the total number of crimes dropped 


slightly to 2,747 last year from 3,137 in 1992. 

Precise population data for 1993 and 1992 was un- 
available, But Lon McDonald, labor market analyst 
for Job Service in Twin Falls, said he thinks Cassia 
County's growth rate will be slower than the state’s 


projected rale of 2.8 percent, according to a study by 
First Security Bank of Idaho. 

Bill Schafer, president of the Mini-Cassia Cham- 
Jberof Commerce, however, said Cassia C ount y is 
probably the secomffastest growing area in tKFMag- 
tc Valley, with Twin Falls County in the lead. 

Sheriff Billy Crystal said he receives more com- 
plaints about the lenient juvenile crime system than 
ever before. People telephone him two to three times 
a week when it used to be a few each month, he said. 

"I’m feeling that there is a lot of frustration out 
there with the public with the juveniles,” Crystal 
said. “It used lo be back in the 1950s that kids were 
given a suitable punishment and lhat was enough. 1 
don’t thiriJc the public has that perception anymore, 
they think kids have a free reign now.” 

"Kids that cause problems don’t have enough of a 
sentence handed down to them to make them guilty 
Crystal said. 

Lt. Alan Smith said polio: have started playing the 
role of "babysitter” for parents who cannot control- 
. their children. He thinks a nationwide trend of the 
. breakdown of the family is a reason for the steady 
rise in juvenile crime. 

Crystal advised people who want to keep crime 
down: “Follow' the principals of neighborhood 
watch. If you sec a problem, call the police. Wc need 
to have people who arc both willing to call and also 
to testify” against the criminal.

race. 

"I’m in this primary, my name will 
be on the ballot in this primary, and I 
expect to win this. primary," ^ Eastland^ 
said. 

Instead, he said the resolution was 
an effort to put the Republican Party on 
equal footing with Democrats who 
head into the gubernatorial primary 
largely united behind the candidacy of 
Attorney General Lany EchoHawk. 

Besides Eastland, a former state 
party finance chairman, the Republican 
primary field includes former lieu- 
tenant governor and state GOP 
Chairman -Phi! Balt and Boise busi- 
nessmen Doug Dorn and Chuck 
Winder, 

Eastland’s resolution said the 
endorsement plan was aimed at helping 
Republicans put their resources behind 
a single candidate months earlier than 
by waiting for the primary so the party 
could “begin the campaign against 
lj,arry EchoHawk early cnough r fo- 
win.”

Batt said having the nominee for 
governor essentially selected by party 
officers would lead to accusations of 
“elitist politics.” 

“It’s bad for the voters because it 
will add to their already high cynicism 
about the process. It’s bad for our 
eventual nominee because he’ll emerge 
tainted by backstage manipulation,” he 
said. “Whiie the Democrats broker 


their slate of candidates behind closed 
doors, wc should embrace the open 
process of letting people choose the 
nominees.” 

Balt said having party officers 
endofsc a candidate now also would 
mean the past year of campaigning and 
fund-raising by himself and others was 
for nothing. And while he and others 
said the idea of getting party workers 
more Involved in the nominating 
process was -good^ most agreed 
Eastland's proposal came too late in 
the game and was procedurally flawed.

What's the. difference? .y/.r 
Discipline, most people would 
say. The first kid's parents spared 
the rod and paid the price. 

— That may or may not be true, but— 
even if it is, it’s a gross oversimplifi- 
cation. There’s as much carrot as 
there is stick in effective discipline. 

Discipline, at root, is a set of rules 
of engagement between an individu- 
al arid society. Those rules can be 
harsh or flexible, but they’re un- 
avoidable. 

Effective parents manage to get 
the point across early t hat dis cipline 
is an expression of love and commil- 
- ment on their part because they need 
their kids to understand that life is 
nothing more than a series of-deci- 
sions. Children who grow up to be 
successful adults learn to anticipate 
the consequences of those decisions 
• and to accept them. 

There arc lots of 50-cent words 
for that: responsibility, character, 
self-control, but in essence it’s a de- 
cent respect for yourself and the 
peop le, aroun d you-Hcrc are .some - 
tips ror "teaching and reinforcing" 
that: 

• Let your child know.you like 
him. Talk with your kid. Kelp him. 
understand the reasons behind the 
rules. Help him understand your rea- 
sons for insisting on punishment. 
Get him to explain why he chose to 
misbehave. Create an atmosphere of 
mutual respect. 

» Set rules you think are impor- 
tant Make sure your kids dearly un- 
derstand rules and that you will en- 
force them fairly but firmly. 

• Be consistent, Only set rules 
you intend for enforce. Never make 
threats of punishment you don’t in- 
tend to car r y out. Punishment s hould

National Bowling Stadium almost a reality

RENO, Ncv. — The greatest thing 
‘ to happen to bowling, the National 
Dowling Stadium, is about to become 
a reality. 

: This is no bowling center. It's truly 
;a stadium — 80 lanes, seating for 
”2, 000-plus and a high-tech digital 
scoreboard 20 feet tall and 200 feet 
long. 

"We're kicking technology up a 
' notch,” said Peter Wilday, the archi- 
• tcct who designed the S35 million fa- 
cility, which will be completed in Oc- 
tober. "Bowlers are going to be 
knocked out." 

. Standing beside the complex — oc- 
cupying almost two blocks in down- 
town Reno and standing six stories — 


is an awesome experience for anyone 
_who_hns been associated with bowling 
since the days of spittoons. 

■ "We mode some grandiose promis- 
es and they’re about to come to 
fruition," said Jay Milligan, presi- 
dcnt/chief executive officer of the 
Reno-Sparks Convention and Visitors 
Authority. 

Milligan pushed for the National 
Bowling Stadium after seeing the fi- 
nancial impact bowling had on Reno 
after four giant national tournaments. 
Reno politicians went along and allot- 
ted $1 of every $9 collected in bed 
taxes to the stadium. 

"There’s no question the National 
Bowling Stadium is going to provide 
a tremendous economical shot in the 
arm for the tourist business in Reno," 


Milligan said. “I think in two or- three 
years the. National. Bowling Stadium 
will be attracting 200,000 people a 
year for bowling tournaments. The 
economical impact probably is going 
to be $150 million a year. 

"It’s going to be the greatest thing 
cvcitto happen to bowling and Reno." 

The first tenant will be the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress' national tour- 
nament in 1995 — the ABC's 100th 
anniversary. More than 100,000 
bowlers ore expected. 

Reg Pearson, executive director of 
the National Bowling Stadium, thinks 
the facility will draw tournament 
groups from throughout the world. 

“It will be truly international in 
scope for people who bowl in more 
than 70 countries," Pearson said. 


1 Milligan and Pearson also want to 
lure the National Bowling Hall of 
Fame and Museum from 'St 'Louis 'to 
Reno. 

"We’ve offered them about 50,000 
square feet of free space in the Na- 
tional Bowling Stadium," Milligan 
said. 

Regardless of the Hall's future, the 
National Bowling Stadium is about to 
become a reality. And more than 4 
million league bowlers will have a 
chance to bowl in the historic inaugu- 
ral event next year for a $25 entry fee. 

Walter Ray Williams and Lisa 
Wagner were voted bowlers of the 
year and Gary Dickinson was named 
senior bowler of the year by the 
Bowling Writers Association of 
America.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — With scouts from profes- 
sional football looking on, San Jose State quarterback Jeff 
Garcia knew he had to play well in Saturday's East-West 
Shrine Game. *

Garcia threw three touchdown passes in the final 6:14 
and then ran for the decisive two-point conversion with 47 
seconds left to rally the West from a 28-7 deficit to a 29-28 
victory in the 69th installment of the series. 

Syracuse’s Pat O’Neill was wide to the right on a 46- 
yard field-goal try with 2 seconds for the East. 

Garcia's clutch play, along with his 22 completions in 
32 attempts for 266 yards, earned him co-ofTcnsive-player- 
of-«hc-gamc honors with Dartmouth quarterback Jay 
Fiedler of the East. And it may help earn Garcia a better 
position in the NFL draft. 

“I don’t know how much emphasis the scouts put on this 
game.” he said. “But 1 think 1 proved 1 can throw the' ball 
and put it where I want it. If 1 get a foot in the door. I’ll 
take it from there." 

West coach LoVell Edwards of Brigham Young added, 
“Garcia was incredible at the end. 1 knew he would. Hc ! s 
one of those guys that just gets the job done. He could play 
for us, and he can play in the NFL." 

Garcia got his chance Saturday after Fiedler threw a 13- 
yard touchdown pass to North Carolina’s Corey Holliday

*T rolled out to buy some time, and when the defender went 
with the receiver on the inside, I threw outside. I’m just 
pleased I had the opportunity. This makes up for a lot of fras- 
tration this season." 

Anderson added, “1 knew they weren’t going to stop us be- 
cause of the way we were moving the ball at the end. 1 have a 
lot of confidence in Jeff. I knew he could play."

With all that, the Oilers, who won the 
AFC Central at 12-4, finally have the 
respect that thpir talent over the years 
should have earned them. That’s due in 
large part to Ryan’s unique defense,

Maybe the ones who ought to be boycotting aren’t basket- 
ball coaches, whining over one lost scholarship. Maybe, in- 
stead, the ones who ought to be walking arc football players, 
who give up their last year of eligibility for the promise of 
pro riches, only, to end up on the outer edges of the NCAA 
limb, swaying ever so unsteadily. 

Quarterbacks Trent Differ of Fresno State and Heath 
Shuler of Tennessee were among 29 underclassmen who de- 
clared for the NFL draft last week. No problem. They bring 
__ substantial credentials with them and arc certain to be picked, 
early — probably the firet'two passers to be chosen. 

For others, however, declaring early isjnore of a gamble. 

Suppose you announce you’re coming out for the draft 
and then don’t get picked. Then what? In college football, 
you’re out of luck. There is no turning back!' 

Last week, the protectors of motherhood and apple pic at 
the NCAA corrected the problem for basketball players, vot- . 
ing to permit those who declare and then arc not gleefully 
embraced by the pros to make a U-tum and regain their re- 
maining collegiate eligibility. 

For football players, though, second chances still don’t 
exist. 

“It would seem to be. reasonable to expect that will be 
changed next year," said Chuck Ncinas! executive director 
of the College Football Association. "It seems like a good 
idea, doesn’t it?” 

Generally, about half the undergraduates who declare for 
the NFL draft get picked. Last year, it was 24 of 46 and the 
year before, 25 of 48. The others vanish into a kind of foot- ' 
ball purgatory, drifting from training camp to training camp. 
— ZSomc'Of them cntch otirltkc' Washington State wide re- 
ceiver Philip Bobo, signed as n free agent with the Los An- 


geles Rams. Others don’t, like Vanderbilt tight end Pal 
Akos. 

They were among the underclassmen who declared for the 
NFL draft a year ago. Also in the Class of ‘93 were a couple 
of Atlantic Coast Conference linebackers — Marvin Jones 
of Floridu State and Keith Battle ofNorth Carolina State. 

Jones came out with all of the pomp and circumstance ap- 
propriate to his status as an All-American from Florida 
State. Battle’s decision to go pro was greeted with consider- 
ably less hoopla.

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) — A year ago, ten- 
nis seemed on the verge of a period of unprecedented 
worldwide popularity and success. 

... Fueled by Jimmy Connors’ gut-wrenching perfor- 
mance at the 1991 U.S. Open and Andre'Agassi’s 
coming-of-age as 1992 Wimbledon champion, the 
sport seemed loaded with talent and character. 

The matchups for the 1990s were captivating — the 
enigmatic Monica Seles against all-American teen- 
ager Jennifer Capriati, the brooding Boris Becker ver- 
sus image-as-rcality Agassi, John McEnroe battling 
the onset of age. 

. But as the 1994 Grand Slam season begins Monday 
with the start of the Australian Open, the sport-is in a 
tailspin. Many of its superstars and top personalities 
will miss the $5.37 million tournament 

Six of the top 24 men's players, including Agassi 
and Becker, will be absent Three of the women's top 
10 Seles, Capriati and Martina Navnstilova — will- 
not be playing. 

Some of the stars are injured, otliers are taking time 
off from tennis. 

Agassi is sidelined following surgery on his right 
wrist while Becker awaits the birth of his fust child. 
Michael Chang couldn’t fit the Australian Open into 
his schedule. Scrgi Brogucra, Richard Krajicek and 
Andrei Medvedev are hurt 

Seles, who has won three straight Australian Open 
titles, had hoped to make her comeback in Melbourne. 
But she announced last week that she has not fully 
recovered from being stabbed in the back by a specta- 
tor last April in Hamburg, Germany. — 


She was ranked No. 1 in the world when attm-kfd 
during a match by a man lingered that Sele» had 
overtaken Steffi Graf as die top-ranked player.

Talks to boost U.S. auto sales 
in Japan stall; summit in peril 


After t he holidays comes pa yup 
time; credit cards report boom 


TOKYO (AP) — The United 
States and Japan arc stalemated in 
talks on helping Americans sell 
more cars in Japan, and that 
threatens to disrupt nn upcoming 
summit between Japan’s prime 
- minister and President Clinton.-, 

After years of talks about auto 
.JtradCt Japan esc sU II sayjhe_bas lie 
rcaspn Americans sell so few care 
in Japan is that they don’t try hard 
chough. And Washington contin- 
ues to maintain it’s because the' 
Japanese market is dosed. 

“TTicrc is not even agreement on 
the nature of the problem," con- 
ceded Jeffrey Garten, the top U.S. 
negotiator in autd talks, at a press 
conference in Tokyo Friday. 

Garten, an undersecretary of 
commerce, is meeting through 
Saturday with Japanese negotia- 
tors as part of "framework" talks 
launched in July, in which Wash- 
. ington and Tokyo arc supposed to 
work out ways to reduce their 
trade imbalance. 

The two sides are supposed to 
reach agreement on several key 
sectors. of the framework, includ- 
ing autos and auto parts, by the 
time Clinton meets Prime Minister 
Morihiro Hosokawa in Washing- 
ton on Feb. 11. 

Garten warned that failure in the 


talks would cause “a very serious 
fallout in the U.S. in terms of atti- 
tudes about trade with Japan." 

About 60 percent of the U.S.- 
Japan trade imbalance, estimated 
to top S50 billion in 1993, comes 
from-autos and-auto parts.-The- 
main reason: American carmakcra 
only have a 1.6 percent share of 
Japan’s car market. 

“The imbalance is related to 
how U.S. manufacturers develop 
care suited to the Japanese mar- 
ket," contended Sozaburo Oka- 
malsu, the trade ministry’s vice 
minister for international affairs 
and Japan’s top auto negotiator. 

In a briefing with foreign re- 
porters, Okamatsu restated Japan’s 
longtime arguments: Americans 
aim at the tiny luxury car market 
instead of offering inexpensive 
small care for a mass market. And 
they mostly put the steering wheel 
on the left although 97 percent of 
care in Japan have it on the right 

Okamatsu singled out Chrysler 
Corp. for criticism. He cited re- 
ports that its new Neon subcom- 
pact, considered a strong competi- 
tor to Japanese cars in the Ameri- 
can market won’t be sold in Japan 
for another three years. 

“How can they be competitive if 
they introduee the Neon three 


years .from now?" he asked. 
Chrysler Japan said the company 
hasn’t decided whether to sell 
Neon in Japan.

BOISE — Union Pacific will buy Morrison Knudsen Corp.’s first 
venture into locomotive manufacturing — the first liquefied natural gas 
unit made in America — and take it to Los Angeles for a three-year test. 

The MK1200G unveiled with fanfare on Thursday is a 1,200-horse* 

■ power locomotive designed to move train care around rail yards. It was 
designed and built by Morrison Knudsen in partnership with Caterpillar 
Inc., which manufactured the engine.

Not surprisingly, the likelihood for 
change depends on a person's occu- 
pation and level of education. 

Bureau of Labor Statistics figures 
show college graduates will stay in a 
particular occupation for about eight 
years. By contrast, those without a 
high school degree stay in one occu- 
pation for five years. (Kitchen work- 
ers and shoe salespeople arc by for 
the most transient, lasting about a 
year and under, while barbers and 
farmers will stay put for 20 years or 
more.) 

But the economy, too, has played a 


major role in directing people's ca- 
reers. Many middle-management po- 
sitions have been eliminated in recent 
years as companies restructured. 

“Every day, you can pick up the 
paper and sec some big Fortune 500 
company is cutting 1,000 or 2,000 
jobs,” said Jeffrey J. Mayer, Chicago 
author of “Find the Job You’ve Al- 
ways Wanted in Half the Time with 
Half the Effort," and himself a suc- 
cessful career switcher. 

Mayer says everyone; regardless of 
how secure he or she thinks their job 
is, should develop an alternative-em- 
ployment game plan. 

That could mean anything from 
taking extra .classes to learn new 
skills to keeping in touch with ac- 
quaintances who work in a field that 
interests you.

that used the pattern’s own white blood 
cells. In earlier tests, his team had 
found that white cells called Tumor 
Infiltrating Lymphocytes (TO-s) will 
cluster. around cancers.
